The Case of William Brry- 
man Ridges Falls Down. 


THE PASTOR FULLY EXONERATED 


The Charges Made by Him Against 
Rev. E. R. Brainerd and Wife 
Not Substantiated—Result 
of the Church Trial.

A few weeks ago two articles appeared in 
THe Times which caused much comment. 
The first article, which appeared on May 
Sth, was talked about a good deal; but the 
second, which was published May 15th, and 
was over the signature of William Brry- 
man Ridges, was a sucial bombshell.

A Mystery Was it Suicide or 
Accident? 


POSSIBLY A FOUL MURDER, 
é 


The Corpse of an Unknowh Man 
Found Drowned=—The Ghastly 
Find of a Boy Miiker— 

No Clue. 


About 7 o’clock last evening a boy named 
O'Conner, living near the Arcade d 
went out to the barn near by, on Fifth street, 
to milk acow. His attention was attracted 
to an object in the zanja, which had evi- 
dently come to the surface during the day, 
in consequence of the falling waters ip 
the sluggish stream. On closer approach 
the boy saw that the object was a corpse, 
when be notified the police, and the pullee 
notifled the Coroner. 

Immediately the banks of the stream 
were lined with curious people, all eaget 
and anxiviisto ku ow, “Who is he?“ “Le it 
a suicide, of murder?“ or, “Did he fall in?” 

All of these questions remain unan 
even after a thorough examination 
by Cotoner Meredith. 

The body was {fvundin the zanja, lying

TODAY’S BOND ELECTION. 
It is the habit of Tue Times to give 


}each side of a case a hearing in its 
‘columns, in pursuance of which rule 


we yesterday published a letter from 
a correspondent who thinks a direct 
tax would be better than bonds, as a 
method of paying for the completion 
of our courthouse. We do not by any 
means agree with this correspondent, 
nor do we believe there are many citi- 
zens who share bis views. Money is 
certainly worth more than five per 
cent. in Los Angeles today. It is 
worth from seven to ten per cent., and 
bard to get at that, unless one has 
gilt-edged security to offer. Why. 
then, should we put our bands in our 
pockets and take out money which is 
worth ten per cent., when we can have 
the use of it for five per cent., and in- 
vest our $300,000 in productive enter- 
prises which should yield enough profit, 
over and above the five per cent. in- 
terest which we have to pay, 
to tuke up ‘the bonds when they 
become due? Such a course would, in 
our estimation be very foolish. Times 
at present are hard, and the large sum 
of $300,000 taken out of the pockets of 
the taxpayers this fall, in addition to 
the ordinary large taxation, would not 
make them any better, 

Every wide-awake, progressive citi- 


is only a question whether we shall use 
our own ten per cent. money or borrow 
five per cent. money from abroad. Of 
course, local capitalists can buy some 
of the bonds, and will doubtless do so. 
In that case, thére is so much more 
money put in circulation which is at 
present locked upin the banks. Which- 
ever way the matter is viewed, there 
can, we think, be no doubt as to the aa- 
vantage of the plan of bonds as against 
a direct tax levy.

A LADY-BUG FULLY VINDI- 
_ CATED. 


Our readers, more especially those 
who are borticulturists, will remember 
that, a few weeks ago, there was quite 
a warm dispute between the County 
Horticultural Commission and some 
fruit-growers of Vernon, regarding 
the spraying of fruit trees in that 
section tor the red scale. Mr. Cass of 
Vernon stoutly maintained that the 
red scale was rapidly disappearing 
from his orchard upder the ouslaught 
of a small bug Kknéwn as the twice- 
stabbed lady-bug.”’ The commission- 
ers—two of whom, it may be men- 
tioned, were interested in washes or 
disinfectants—just as strongly asserted 
tbat this was Impossible. and that the 
only remedy was to spray the trees, 
which they ordered to be done. The 
Vernon fruit-growers, who, like their 
horticultural brethren in other sectious 
of the State, have learned by bitter 
experience the fact that sprays and 
washes are frequently not only use- 
less, but positively injurious, refused 
to comply with the directions of the 
commissioners, and the wisdom of 
their course is made fully apparent ln 
the report which the commissioners 
have submitted to the Supervisors. 
From this report we reprint the follow- 
ing passages: 

We take great pleasure in rendering to 
you a report of our personal inspection of 
the orange orchards in Alhambra, San Ga- 
briel, Lam uda Park and Duarte during 
the past month.

A few 
days after Tne Times printed an accoupt 
of the elopement of Ah Him’s first 
wife, and his statement to tbe effect that 
hé never married her, that she was only bis 
mistress. ‘This separation, it seems, was 
mainly brought avout by Ah Him taking 
unto bimsef another wife in San Francisco 
a short time ago 

On Miss Wor! arrival in the city, she 

roceeded to the office of the Chief of Po- 
fice and stited the object of ber visit. The 
Chief detaiied Detective Wallin to accum- 
pany Miss Worley to Mrs, Gray’s, aud on 
arriving there she found Al im’s wife 
No. 1, and to quote Miss Worey, she 
was “.mazed tw find tnere Au Him 
taiking to his wife.” ‘This was about 15 
minutes of 8 o’clock. It was also 
noticed that a hack containing several Chi- 
nese was hovering in the vicinity. Iwo. 
Ab Ching, for sucu was the womati’s maiden 
name, was willing to return to her friends 
in Sau Francisco, and had telegraphed to 
that effect, and to take ber and her 9-year- 
old daughter back to their friends and be- 

ond the influence of Ab Him was Miss 
orley’s mission to this city. 

Everything being in readiness for the 
flight, Detective squi escorted Miss 

orley to à closed carriage, and after her 
came the Chinese wife and her little 2 
ter. Tue 4A whirled away in the 
darkness, Officer Wailin remaining to cover 
the retreat and notice the movements of 


the friemis and allies of Ah Him. 
Officer Buxqui directed the hack to 
drive to the San Fernando depot to 


there intercept the nortu-bound train, think - 
ing that perhaps the triends of Ab Him 
would drive to the Arcade depot. Detee- 
tive Bosqui’s suspicions were correct 68 to 
the motives of the watching Chinese, but 
they had shadowed him too clvsely to 

thrown off the track and arrived almost 
simultanevus:y with him at the San Fer- 
nando street depot. _S 

In the mean time, at 8 o’clock, Ah Sing 
went before Justice Lockwood and swore 
the woman with

Detective Bosqui and party arrived at the 
San Fernando depot at about 10:35, a few 
minutes before the train was to pull out.

The 
little girl became frighteved, and threw its 
arins around its mother as if to protect her, 
when one of the three Chinese, who came 
in the coach about that moment, leaned 
over the back of the séat und grabbed the 
little child and was about to lift it in his 
arws. Miss Worley hejd on to the girl, and 
her dress was cousideraby torn in the 
struggle, but just at this moment Detective 
Bosqui struck the Chinaman a heavy blow 
in the face with his fist, and, as the big 
Chinaman did not take the h. nt and release 
his grasp on the little girl, Officer Busqui 
followed up firat lick with two other 
well directed scientific plows in the face, 
when the Chinamdn reeled back atid was 
lost in the crowd. Officer Buosqui then 
looked at the warrant, and seving that the 
arrest was regular, said to Miss Worley that 
the woman was under arrest and that they

the child, He struck bim one blow, which 
severely brui his hand, when Officer 
ul drew his revolver aud told them all 
“Stand back” lu true dramatic style, 
when the Chinamen left the coach. The 
coach w:s crowded, «nd there was very 
little room for much ofa fight, but Officer 
Bosqui made the best of his Close quarters 
and came off victorious. 

The train h.d been delayed a few min- 
utes by this impromptu scene, and the con- 
ductor remarked: “If that little officer his 
finished punching those feliows, I'll start 
the train and ge to punching tjckeis.“ 

But no sooner had Officer Busqui p 
his party in the hick, en route to the 
County Jail, than another Chilnamau ap- 


red at the window of the back, and, as: 


e reached in to grab the girl, Bosqui 
struck him across the face with his revelver. 
That ended the skirmish. 

Arriving at the County Jail, Miss Worley 
and her charges were admitted, and as Mies 
Worley and the little girl were about t., 
leave under the charge of Officer Bosqui, it 


was noti that the jailyard was rapidly 
filling with Chinese, Officer Busqui under- 
sto d the ruse—that it was to 


kidaap the girl, and perhaps Miss Worley 
who had befrienlJed the girl and her 
mother.
